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Councils back plans for 
two unitary authorities

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FIVE out of the six Dorset councils who have 
voted on the plan for two new unitary authori- 
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ties to control the county have given the pro¬ 
posal their backing. 

West Dorset District Council, Dorset County Council 
and Weymouth & Portland Borough Council all voted 
for change, along with Poole Borough Council and 
North Dorset District Council. 

However, East Dorset District Council voted against 
the proposals; Christchurch Borough Council, 
Bournemouth Borough Council and Purbeck District 
Council were due to decide last night. 

Cllr Spencer Flower, leader of East Dorset District 
Council, said: “Members voted against the recommen¬ 
dations to support the case for change for local gov¬ 
ernment in Dorset. 

“Changes to the structure of local government in 
Dorset would present a historic opportunity to trans¬ 
form our services at a time when budgets are being cut 
and our priority must be protecting frontline services.” 

A submission will now be made to the Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local Government request¬ 
ing that Dorset’s nine councils should be replaced by 
two new unitary authorities. 

Cllr Robert Gould, leader of Dorset County Council, 
said: “This is absolutely the right decision for Dorset 
County Council to have made. 

“The final decision lies with the secretary of state, 
but Dorset county councillors have made an historic 
decision which will help protect the frontline services 
and is in the best interests of all our residents.” 

Based upon the weight of public opinion, financial 
data and evidence of the likely benefits of change to 
the county as a whole, councillors agreed that the two 
new unitary councils should comprise Unitary A: 
Bournemouth, Christchurch and Poole, and Unitary B: 
East Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset and 
Weymouth & Portland. 

Cllr Anthony Alford, leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: “This is the way we need to move for¬ 
ward. 

“We have taken into account the public consultation 
results, the financial evidence and the case for change 
and we believe we have made the right decision for 
West Dorset. 

“The open consultation included views from resi¬ 
dents and business amongst others and they all agreed 
that there is a case to change the structure of local gov¬ 
ernment from nine councils to two. 

“This is the biggest change that local government in 
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Dorset has experienced and we believe that the cre¬ 
ation of two new unitary authorities will save money 
and protect vital services as well as open doors to op¬ 
portunities we may otherwise not have been able to 
achieve just as one district.” 

Councils are requesting the change is approved by 
parliament during 2017/18 and after that implementa¬ 
tion executives would be appointed to determine the 
structure, budget and service delivery models of each 
new council.

ANTHEA Simmons recently took up the role of 
course director at Moorbath Creative in 
Symondsbury, which offers residential art, 
craft and writing courses at the Moorbath 
Farmhouse holiday let. 

Originally from Cornwall, Anthea attended 
Oxford before working in asset management. 
She bought her first Dorset house in Sher¬ 
borne but, after son Henry got into Colyton 
Grammar School, she moved across the border 
to Colyford, in East Devon, so he was closer to 
school. 

Having retired from her career in asset man¬ 
agement in 2001, she started writing, teaching 
and painting, and has had three books pub¬ 
lished. 


• TELL us a little about your career history... 

I read English at Oxford and, much to the bewilder¬ 
ment of my parents and tutors, went into the City. I 
was one of the first women to work as a stockjobber 
- traders on the floor of the Stock Exchange. As one 
of two girls, I was spoiled rotten and taught to drink, 
swear and be one of the boys. This toughened me up 
for my rapid progress through the ranks in asset man¬ 
agement. 

My last job was as head of UK Institutional (pension 
fund) business at Gartmore. I was paid a lot but the 
price was never seeing Henry awake during the week 
and a feeling that I had to pay other people to do the 
things I really enjoyed, like looking after my son and 
riding my horse. Crazy! I was so glad to be able to quit 
when golden handcuffs came off after Gartmore was 
taken over. 

I started writing, teaching and painting. I've got 
three books out with Andersen Press (part of Random 
House). 

• HOW did you come to be course director at 
Moorbath Creative? 

I met Connie Found, the owner of Moorbath Farm¬ 
house, through horses way back. She contacted me 
out of the blue in October wanting to pick my brains 
about how she might use her lovely holiday rental in 
the periods when it was not let. I immediately saw its 
potential as a location for first-rate courses and a fab¬ 
ulous holiday experience for people wanting to es¬ 
cape the daily grind and get in touch with their 
creative side. Connie and her husband Ed have given 
me a free rein to get on with building the vision. Ac¬ 
tually, Ed has been building it quite literally, convert¬ 
ing barns to studios, etc! 

• WHAT kind of courses does Moorbath Creative 
offer? 

The range will develop as we get established but 2017 



already offers a rich variety of goodies: writing and il¬ 
lustrating books for children; upholstery for begin¬ 
ners; stained glass; abstract, landscape and still life 
painting; discovering colour; taking an idea for a novel 
through from concept to publication. And great tu¬ 
tors - really inspirational people who will give partici¬ 
pants so much confidence and fire up their creativity. 

• CAN anyone take part, or do you have to have 
experience? 

Courses are genuinely open to anyone unless specifi¬ 
cally set up for beginners, like the upholstery and 
stained glass courses. We all benefit from continuous

learning and the stimulation that comes from being 
with others in a creative environment. These few days 
away can be life-changing! 

• HAVE the courses been well-received so far? 

We ran a pilot - Realism to Abstraction - with cele¬ 
brated Lyme Regis artist Christine Allison. It was a 
huge success. The attendees were so happy, so in¬ 
spired, they loved the atmosphere, the place itself, the 
camaraderie and the sense of freedom. Having a li¬ 
cence to concentrate entirely on making work and ex¬ 
ploring what you are capable of, what you are drawn 
to, what energises you as an artist is a real blessing. I 
suspect that escaping to the country and a beautiful 
studio has never been more attractive than in these 
difficult times. 

• DO you have any courses coming up in the next 
few weeks? 

Yes, a reprise of Christine's wonderful course runs 
from March 6th to 10th, and then, Mar 20th to 24th 
we are very lucky to have David Chandler from Frome 
coming to challenge artists to re-imagine the land¬ 
scape. Lucy Daniel Raby kicks off our May courses 
with'Brainwave to Brainchild' - helping take an idea 
for a book through to completion. Take a look at the 
website www.moorbathcreative.com for more details 
as there are some super courses in May/June and Oc¬ 
tober. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about your job at Moorbath 
Creative? 

Great people, masses of creative energy, a sense of 
pride and satisfaction when someone's hidden talent 
is uncovered and encouraged to soar. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Well, books and art, naturally. I'm a film fanatic, too. 
I'm sad that my age and circumstances mean I don't 
ride anymore but I'm trying to swim as much as pos¬ 
sible so that I keep fit. I love swimming in the sea but 
I'm a bit of a wuss in very cold water! There's a lap pool 
at Moorbath, so I'll be powering up and down that! 

• WHAT do you like about the local area? 

The people. There are so many creatives round here 
and so many interesting people who have made a 
lifestyle choice and who put the environment, the arts 
and nature high on their agenda as a consequence. 
And who could fail to be blown away by the beauty 
of the landscape? We are so lucky to live here. I know 
everyone says that, but it's true.

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Council asked to support 
fresh skatepark plans 


LOCAL young people and support¬ 
ers of Bridport's skatepark and for¬ 
mer Trick Factory have called on 
the council for their support in 
plans to incorporate an indoor fa¬ 
cility with a redeveloped skatepark. 

The Trick Factory, which was 
based at St Michael's Trading Es¬ 
tate, closed last year and plans to 
rehome the indoor skate facility are 
currently ongoing. 

BridportTown Councillors heard 
from members of the newly- 
formed skatepark steering group at 
their meeting last week, where 
they announced ideas for a new in¬ 
door facility. 

Joe Hewetson, who works with 
the Community Youth Project, 
which supports local projects and 
groups, said: "We see it as an abso¬ 
lute necessity to have a provision 
like the Trick Factory, an indoor 
skating facility in Bridport. 

"The social implications and 
repercussions of not having that 
space I think will be quite notice¬ 
able. 

"In terms of sporting and leisure, it 
was an incredibly important space 
where many young people actually 
developed incredible talents. 

"Over the past few months we 
have been working with the work¬ 
ing group, who hope to include the 
outdoor space, and the general 
consensus is that it needs to be re¬ 
vamped." 

Morgan Scadding, the youth rep¬ 
resentative for the skatepark steer¬ 
ing group, said: "The proposal is to 
be operating an indoor facility near 


where the skatepark is now. 

"This location has the advantage 
of accessibility, it is central and near 
the bus station, safe as close to the 
police station and because it is 
owned by the town (council) there 
will be none of the un-expectan- 
cies caused by private ownership 
of property where the Trick Factory 
was located. 

"We have also considered includ¬ 
ing a cafe which could have the 
added benefit of having a place for 
parents to watch, as well as serving 
the bus station and potentially cre¬ 
ating jobs." 

Town councillors agreed it was an 
important project and offered their 
support. 

Councillor Maggie Ray said: "I re¬ 
ally hope the town council puts its 
strength behind this project, they 
have developed a really strong 
steering group here and it is a great 
opportunity for us. 

"We know that we need improve¬ 
ments in the skatepark as it is and I 
really hope councillors will get be¬ 
hind this project and support it." 

Councillor Barry Irvine also of¬ 
fered his personal support to plans 
for an indoor skate facility. 

He said: "I would like to give my 
personal backing to it, I have lived 
next door to Rob ,who for 17 years 
has run the Trick Factory and I have 
seen the commitment he has given 
to that. 

"Putting the Trick Factory and the 
skatepark together is certainly the 
best way forward and I would cer¬ 
tainly give my backing." 


Police charge 54 in Christmas drink driving crackdown 


A TOTAL of 54 people have been charged 
with drink or drug driving offences during 
Dorset Police’s annual Christmas drink and 
drug drive campaign. 

Officers carried out 554 breath tests dur¬ 
ing the Christmas campaign, which ran be¬ 
tween Thursday, December 1st and Sunday, 
January 1st, compared with 869 during the 
same period the previous year. 

Motorists were tested during routine stop 
checks and breath tests were requested for 
all drivers involved in road traffic colli¬ 
sions, irrespective of whether or not a drink 
driving offence was suspected. 

Field Impairment Tests (FIT) were also 
conducted on drivers suspected of being 
unfit to drive through drugs. 

In total, Dorset Police recorded 78 arrests 
during the campaign - 13 of which were for 
driving under the influence of drugs and 
four for refusing to provide a sample. Dur¬ 
ing the same period the previous year, 105 
people were arrested. 

During the campaign, Dorset Police en¬ 
couraged those out enjoying a drink during 
the festive period to plan how to get home 
without driving. 

Motorists were reminded of the potential 
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consequences of driving while under the in¬ 
fluence and the continuing effects that al¬ 
cohol and drugs can have the morning after. 

In all, 54 people have so far been charged 
with a drink or drug driving related offence 
as a result of the campaign, compared to 44 
during the 2015 campaign. Of those 
charged, 44 were men and 10 were women. 

Officers would like to thank members of 
the public who supported the campaign by 
submitting their own messages to drink and 
drug drivers, which were shared on social 
media throughout the campaign. 

Inspector Matt Butler of the traffic unit 
said: “Those charged throughout the cam¬ 
paign were not necessarily your ‘usual’ sus¬ 
pects. Too many people, who are otherwise 
law-abiding citizens, fail to consider the un¬ 
told devastation that drink and drug driving 


can cause. 


“I have been the person knocking on the 
door to inform relatives that their loved one 
has been killed as a result of a motorist who 
thinks it is okay to get behind the wheel 


while under the influence. 

“This is something that I do not want to 
do during the festive period, or any other 
time of year. 

“As in previous years, I would like to 
thank those members of the public who 
called us to report a drink driver. 

“Our enforcement will of course continue 
all year round and intelligence from the 
public is invaluable in keeping Dorset’s 
roads safe.” 

Dorset Police’s survey into residents’ at¬ 
titudes to drink and drug driving found that 
74 per cent of people (162 people) would 
not have a drink before driving, however, 
23 per cent (51 people) said they would 
have one drink before driving and almost 
three per cent of respondents (six people) 
said they would have two or more drinks 
before driving. 

If anyone suspects someone of driving 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, 
please dial 999 immediately so that Dorset 
Police can intercept.

Council tax precept agreed 


BRIDPORT town councillors have 
agreed to increase the town coun¬ 
cil's share of council tax by 6.36 per 
cent for Band D households, raising 
the tax precept to £33,909. 

The annual charge will increase by 
£11.65, which will raise £582,700, 
with an additional £10,000 towards 
delegated services. 

The increase was agreed at the 
Bridport Town Council meeting last 
week. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said:"There are 
quite a few little aspects, one is the 
unitary coming up, we do not know 
what services will come down after 
that change, we are already strug¬ 
gling with services and when the 
unitary comes in who knows. 

"It is our duty to be prudent and 
put by money for a rainy day. 

"Had the previous councils not 
been prudent and put by money 
for extraordinary expenses and pro¬ 


jects, we would probably not be 
having this meeting in this fine 
building. 

"This is a very small price to pay to 
keep our accounts ahead of the 
game, other councils are now strug¬ 
gling because they haven't done 
that in the past." 

Cllr Sarah Williams said that it is a 
"budget for everybody in Bridport" 
as they take on more services and 
continue to support local groups. 

Cllr Anne Rickard said: "We are all 
in this together and all these cuts 
are coming from way above and 
each year there is less and less 
money and if we want to survive, if 
we want to continue being a suc¬ 
cessful town we are all in it together 
and we all need to put our five 
pence in. 

"I think people of Bridport will be 
happy to spend another five 
pence."

Public urged to fight on after 
Dorchester meeting over NHS 



LOCAL people are being urged 
to fight on over proposals to 
change local NHS services. 

A public meeting in the Dorch¬ 
ester Corn Exchange warned the 
proposals would create a worse 
service with rising costs as parts 
of the NHS locally were priva¬ 
tised. 

The audience was told that if 
Dorset agreed to the current 
‘savings’ the reward would be 
more cuts to come. 

The proposed reforms were 
also condemned as ill-con¬ 
ceived, taking no account of the 
effect of Brexit on a service 
where 40 per cent of the staff are 
now trained abroad - and at a 
time when there is a national 
shortage of medical staff of all 
grades - with Dorset being one 
of the most expensive places to 
live and work. 

PRIVATISATION CONCERNS 

Former Clinical Commissioning 
Group member, Weymouth GP, 
Dr Jon Orrell, said it was no ac¬ 
cident that the NHS was in crisis 
because the government’s aim 
was to privatise what it could of 
the service. 

He said that locally, as a GP, 
his patients could now expect to 
wait a year, or more, for paedi¬ 
atric service and a similar time 
for a simple cataract operation. 
A local hospital ward which 
once had three full time cleaners, 
now had one part-time cleaner. 

“In the old days I could expect 
an ambulance within eight min¬ 
utes, or less, if someone col¬ 
lapsed in my surgery - the last 
time that happened it took two 
hours.” 

He said that even if GPs did 
open for longer it would achieve 
little with public health, social 
care and other parts of the health 
service in what he described as 
“freefall.” 

He said that the UK put in about 
seven per cent of its national in¬ 
come to the service, compared to 
12 per cent in Germany and 18 
per cent in the USA. 

“It is a political decision to 
starve the NHS of money - the 
government could choose to in¬ 
vest in the service, rather than 
continually squeeze it, if they

wanted to,” said Dr Orrell. 

And he warned that unless 
people protested now it really 
would be too late to save the 
NHS as it had been intended - a 
service which was free to all 
who needed it. 

“They are nibbling away at 
Dorset County Hospital at pae¬ 
diatrics and maternity. That’s 
only the start: if they get away 
with it there will be more cuts to 
follow.” 

He also warned about propos¬ 
als to have fewer, but larger GP 
surgeries, and a forthcoming re¬ 
view of mental health service. 

CONSULTANCY FEES 
Several speakers were critical of 
the way the CCG had paid be¬ 
tween £2 and £3m to consultants 
to advise on the review process, 
and the way in which CCG 
meetings had been organised at 
which people felt there was no 
opportunity for public debate. 

One speaker from the hall, a 
former NHS worker, said that 
she and her husband had spent 
almost an hour talking to an of¬ 
ficial from the CCG at the 
Dorchester drop-in event. At the 
end of it she asked how he 
would be feeding back their 
comments and suggestions as he 
had not taken a single note of the 
conversation. 

There was also criticism of the 
way the review document was 
laid out and the way questions 
were framed. 

“I would issue a strong health 
warning when filling in this doc¬ 
ument,” said Dr Orrell, “if you 
vote for one thing you might, ef¬ 
fectively, be voting against 
something else.” 

FIGHT OF A LIFETIME 
“This is the fight of a lifetime. 
Earlier generations fought to es¬ 
tablish the NHS... get your 
friends and neighbours to help 
you defend it... the NHS will 
only last as long as there are peo¬ 
ple with the strength to fight for 
it.” 

Other speakers included Port¬ 
land Councillor Paul Kimber, a 
member of the health scrutiny 


committee, who paid tribute to 
NHS staff and care staff at Tri- 
curo who he said were strug¬ 
gling to do the best that they 
could while their service was 
being financially savaged by the 
government. 

Chris Gray from Unison spoke 
of staff leaving the service in de¬ 
spair because of the pressure and 
having not had an above infla¬ 
tion pay rise since 2010. 

He said that Dorset faced par¬ 
ticular problems with over half 
of the staff currently older than 
50: “If you think we have a crisis 
now, wait for the next 5-10 years 
when most of these staff will 
have retired, then we will have a 
real crisis.” 

He questioned the way the re¬ 
view had been ordered: “If we 
are going to have a review we 
should have a review on the NHS 
we want and then decide if we 
want to pay for it... it’s a choice 
- do you want to see a collapse 
of the NHS, or put pressure on 
the government to fund the NHS 
we all want to see as well as a 
decent social care system.” 
POINTS FROM THE PUBLIC 
Speakers from the floor were 
critical of the costs for those now 
wanting to train to work in the 
NHS; the lack of foresight in 
planning ahead to get enough 
‘home-grown’ medical staff 
which has led to a reliance on 
expensive agency workers and 
an increasing number of NHS 
staff coming from abroad. 

Junior doctors were praised for 
standing up to imposed changes 
in their contracts with speakers 
warning that many were now 
leaving the country as a result of 
the Government’s handling of 
the situation. 

There was criticism of the lack 
of preventative measures to en¬ 
courage people to be fit and 
healthy; the lack of dementia 
beds in West Dorset and the si¬ 
lence on the proposed reforms 
from all of Dorset’s MPs. 

There was also concern that 
NHS administrators might be 
tempted to borrow their way out 
of the crisis or enter into expen¬ 
sive Private Finance Initiative 
schemes to fund new projects.

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Magna plans to sell off 16 houses are blasted 


MAGNA Housing Association’s 
plans to sell 16 of their three bed¬ 
room homes on the open market has 
been blasted as “criminal” and “un¬ 
acceptable”. 

The move has been reported to 
help the housing association build 
around 600 new homes across 
Dorset and Somerset. 

Yogesh Vadgama, head of asset 
management at Magna Housing As¬ 
sociation, said: “I can confirm that 
a property in Bridport and a prop¬ 
erty in Chideock are being sold by 
Magna on the open market.

“These are part of approximately 
16 properties we hope to sell across 
Dorset and Devon before the end of 
March. The money from these sales 
will help pay for our new build de¬ 
velopment programme for 600 new 
homes by March 2021. 

“In 2015, the government told all 
housing associations that we have 
to cut our rents by one per cent each 


year for the next four years. So we 
have to find a way of making up the 
money we are losing. 

“We use our resources wisely and 
carefully, giving the best value for 
money we can. 

“We have chosen to make up the 
money we need by selling proper¬ 
ties - and building others to replace 
them - and only cutting our costs 
where it doesn’t affect our services. 

“Our purpose is to help people 
meet their housing needs so we do 
our best to make sure that the open 
market sales are not in areas where 


there are few socially rented homes 
and we do this in consultation with 
local authorities.” 

However, Cllr Ros Kayes, town, 
district and county councillor for 
Bridport, claims that officers at 
West Dorset District Council re¬ 
ported the sales were due to “bal¬ 
ancing the books” for Magna. 

She said: “I am extremely con¬ 
cerned that this is happening when 
we have a huge housing register 
waiting list. 

“I have been told by officers at 
West Dorset District Council that 
this is about balancing the books 
and not about building new houses 
at all. 

“This is not an acceptable thing 
for Magna to be doing. I understand 
that government cuts to rents has af¬ 
fected Magna’s revenue but they 
have adequate reserves to cover the 
losses. 

“Social housing is so difficult to 
obtain at the moment. Local people 
are stmggling in inadequate circum¬ 
stances. 

“It is criminal to take advantage 
of the right to see these homes on 
the open market instead of using 
them for the purpose for which they 
were built. 

“I am not satisfied at the way that 
West Dorset District Council are 
sloping their shoulders over this. 

“Claiming they have no say in 
how a housing association deals 
with sales of its properties and its 
policies is disingenuous. 

“Whilst it might be technically 
true, because housing associations 
will rely on the local authority for 


planning advice and support, there 
is a close relationship which could 
and should be used to lean on 
Magna to prevent these sell-offs. 

“Magna claim this is to fund new 
builds - but new builds will be 
funded by housing grant and devel¬ 
opment loans. WDDC claim it is to 
help Magna balance their books in 
the face of rent reductions. 

“The clear answer is to build more 
homes for social rent. Then they 
would increase their overall income 
from rentals and pay off the interest 
from any loans they took out in 
order to build. 

“Any shortfall from current rents 
should be met by their reserves. 
This is a counter productive policy 
and I think WDDC should ask them 
to reverse it.” 

Members of the Bridport Area 
Neighbourhood Plan Housing 
Group also have concerns over the 
sale of the homes and want to see 
more affordable homes in the area. 

A spokesperson for the group 
said: “This news is difficult to rec¬ 
oncile with the fact that 283 house¬ 
holds - about one in every 30 in the 
Bridport area - are on the housing 
register as being homeless or un¬ 
suitably accommodated. 

“These residents are unlikely ever 
to be able to buy a home, they 
struggle to meet private rental costs, 
endure overcrowding and often 
share with others. We must all find 
this unacceptable. 

“Consequently, the Bridport Area 
Neighbourhood Plan Housing 
Group strongly supports the need 
for more social rented housing. 


“They have identified an across 
the board need for lower cost open 
market housing at prices more in 
reach of locals, in preference to 
housing built predominantly to 
serve affluent second home owners 
and retirees from outside the area. 

“Around 1,000 new homes are 
currently planned for Bridport , of 
which 250 should be a mixture of 
social rented and affordable rented. 

“However, affordable rent is spec¬ 
ified by the government as being up 
to 80 per cent of private rent, equat¬ 
ing to at least £150 per week for a 
three bedroomed affordable home. 

“Nationally accepted criteria 
show that more than half the house¬ 
holds in Bridport simply cannot af¬ 
ford this. 

“It is misleading to say that rents 
priced at 80 per cent of private rents 
are affordable here. 

“Housing associations prefer to 
provide affordable rented homes - 
they get a much better return on 
their investment and since the gov¬ 
ernment does not subsidise social 
housing the chance of many social 
rented homes being built in Brid¬ 
port is slim. 

“Spokesmen of both local and 
central government keep reassuring 
us that affordable housing is on its 
way. Yes, more housing may be on 
its way but affordable it isn’t, at 
least not to those in housing need. 

“The sad fact is that the district 
council’s local plan is not going to 
help those desperate people on the 
housing register and those suffering 
housing poverty. The people of 
Bridport need to understand this.” 


Councils accelerate home building 


WEST Dorset District Council, along with Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council and North 
Dorset District Council, has started a programme 
which aims to encourage more home building at 
a faster pace. 

The three councils plan to enable building 
20,000 additional homes by 2033 and the target 
is part of the Western Dorset Growth Strategy and 
will be monitored by the councils'members. 

The councils are already actively working with 
private sector developers, housing associations 
and landowners to promote housing develop¬ 
ment and want to see more quality homes built 
quicker. 

Housing development is enabled through local 
plans and the council's development management 
teams. Examples extend from Gillingham, Little- 
moor and Vearse Farm in Bridport to the former 
Hardy Complex and Brewers Quay in Weymouth. 

Yet more needs to be done. The rate of home 
building locally and nationally is below target. 

There is a recognised home affordability gap 
and the councils need to support Dorset's econ¬ 


omy by providing homes for workers that are lo¬ 
cally affordable and built in the right places that 
are sensitive to Dorset's environment. 

The Housing Finance Institute has been ap¬ 
pointed from December 2016 to February 2017 
to review the current activities and advise what 
can be done differently and better to make Hous¬ 
ing Business Ready councils - in which councils 
adopt practical actions to create housing oppor¬ 
tunity and speed up housing delivery. 

West Dorset District Council, Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council and North Dorset District 
Council will be benefiting from £2million to sup¬ 
port community land trusts. 

Cllr Tim Yarker, West Dorset District Council's ex¬ 
ecutive portfolio holder for housing, said:"Building 
the right number of new homes in the right places 
is key to maintaining the economic vibrancy of 
West Dorset, and an essential part of this is the pro¬ 
vision of additional affordable housing. 

"It is because this is so important that the coun¬ 
cil is taking a more active role in ensuring that it 
happens."

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Public urged to report suspicions of child neglect 


LOCAL safeguarding children boards, 
local authorities, NHS and police across 
Dorset are asking the public to be curious 
about the signs of neglect to help keep 
children safe. 

Child neglect is the most frequent form 
of child abuse and is the most common 
reason for taking child protection action. 

Neglect is the ongoing failure to meet a 
child’s basic needs, including food, cloth¬ 
ing and shelter; a safe place to live; love, 
care and attention; education, health or 
dental care. 

Currently, more than 50 per cent of 
child protection plans - made up by the 
local authority on how the child can be 
kept safe - across Dorset, Bournemouth 
and Poole are as a result of child neglect. 

The number of children affected by ne¬ 
glect is far greater than those currently on 
child protection plans. 

Neglect issues may not always reach 
the threshold levels required for services 
to take child protection action, but in¬ 
stead in these cases, children’s social care 
and other agencies will work proactively 
with families to provide support and ad¬ 
vice to address some types of neglect be¬ 
fore they become more serious. 

Sarah Elliott, chair of both the Dorset 
and Bournemouth & Poole safeguarding 
children boards, said: “Child neglect can 
be hidden within families and communi¬ 
ties meaning that it doesn’t come to the 
attention of agencies, who are well 
placed to provide specialist help. 

“That is why we need the people of 
Dorset to also be our eyes and ears, to 
help spot the signs of neglect, so that 
timely support can be put in place for 
children and their families. 

“Do not think ‘it is none of my busi¬ 


ness’, if you have concerns - be curious 
and ask yourself; does a child’s be¬ 
haviour, appearance or living situation 
worry you?’ 

“If it does, then tell someone. It might 
make the difference between a child 
being safe or at risk of harm.” 

Professionals who work with children 
and other members of the public are 
being asked to act against child neglect if 
they spot the signs and report concerns 
so that support plans can be put in place 
before problems escalate. 

Neglected children and young people 
may: be left hungry or dirty; be left with¬ 
out adequate clothing; be living in dan¬ 
gerous conditions; be living in a home 
that is indisputably dirty or unsafe; be 
withdrawn or often angry, aggressive or 
self-harm; fail to receive basic health or 
dental care and fail to receive medical 
treatment when ill or injured. 

Ms Elliott added: “Your concerns may 
seem small but you could have noticed 
something that someone else has missed, 
which could be part of the bigger picture 
to help keep a child or young person 
safe. 

“With neglect cases, often it is a build¬ 
up of little pieces of information from a 
teacher, doctor, the next-door neighbour, 
or others, which combined lead to help¬ 
ing protect a child from neglect. 

“There can be a number of reasons why 
families may be struggling to adequately 
care and provide for their children. 

“Reporting your concerns does not 
mean a family will have their children 
taken away. It is always our aim to keep 
families together with support in place. 

“When a report is made, social workers 
and others in children’s social services 


work with the family and other agencies 
to make sure a child or young person is 
safe and their needs are met. 

‘If you suspect a child is experiencing 
any form of neglect it is important you 
tell someone. Talk to someone who 
works with the child or young person 
such as a teacher, support worker or med¬ 
ical professional, or contact your local 
children’s social care services.” 

Julie Campbell, NSPCC local cam¬ 
paigns manager in the South Wes, said: 
“Being a parent isn’t always easy and 
parents struggle from time to time. 

“Many parents don’t realise there is 
help out there is help out there, and we 
would encourage them to seek help be¬ 
fore things get out of hand and children 
are put at risk. 

“Where there are concerns about a 
child’s safety or wellbeing, most people 
find the decision to report these concerns 
a difficult one. They worry about overre¬ 
acting or being wrong, and may question 
whether they have strong enough evi¬ 
dence, or if they have misread the signs 
of abuse or misunderstood a situation. 

“They may also be concerned about the 
personal repercussions if they know the 
family involved. 

“Some people don’t report suspected 
neglect because they think it might just 
be a one off. But even if that is the case, 
every child deserves to be protected - it 
is better to be safe than sorry. It may be 
nothing but it could be something.”

& Axe won the B race title. 

A Cox of Symondsbury was favourite for the 
boys’ race having caught St Catherine’s Oakley 
Winters-O’Brien in the final 20m to claim the 
Colmers title, but Win¬ 
ters-O’Brien was to get 
his revenge this time. 

He went out hard from 
the start and finished 
comfortably the winner 
ahead of Cox with an¬ 
other St Catherine’s 
runner F Parkman 
third. 

With three more run¬ 
ners in the top seven in 
a field of 90, St Cather¬ 
ine’s easily won the A 
race title with a meagre 
14 points.

Talk on pioneering Dorset photographer 


BRIDPORT Area Development Trust is to 
welcome Jessica Sutcliffe, daughter of 
pioneering photographer Helen Muspratt, 
to the town to give a talk on her mother's 
life. 

Helen Muspratt opened her first studio in 
her home town of Swanage, where she 
was encouraged by Francis Newbury, the 
retired head of the Glasgow School of Art, 
then living in Corfe Castle. 

Newbury had trained at Bridport Art 
School, which was housed in the literary 
and scientific institute and is best known 
locally for his murals in Bridport Town Hall, 
including the 'Spirit of Bridport'. 

Newbury later introduced Helen to her 
future partner Lettice Ramsey and to¬ 
gether they opened a new studio; Ramsey 
& Muspratt, in Cambridge. Here they were 


drawn in to a society of young intellectu¬ 
als, artists, scientists and left wing activists 
and made portraits of many well-known 
people. 

Fascinated by the work of Man Ray - an 
American visual artist - they began exper¬ 
imenting with techniques such as solarisa- 
tion and multiple exposures, the couple 
produced extraordinary images of their 
friends and clients, which are now recog¬ 
nised as an important examples of 20th 
Century photography. 

Helen Muspratt also ventured into docu¬ 
mentary photography when she visited 
the Soviet Union in 1936 and the Welsh 
Mining Valleys the following year. 

A second Ramsey & Muspratt studio was 
opened in Oxford where Helen practised 
as a portrait photographer until her retire¬ 


ment in 1977. 

Helen's story includes glimpses of a child¬ 
hood in India, the artistic community in 
Purbeck in the 1920s and 1930s, experi¬ 
ments in the darkroom with Cambridge 
scientists, marriage to a communist party 
activist, the reality of being a working 
mother, and above all, her passionate in¬ 
terest in recording the human face in all its 
shapes and angles.

“It is important for Tell MAMA to form partner¬ 
ships with police forces across the country and not 
just those in areas which have large Muslim com¬ 
munities and high rates of hate crime. 

“National and international acts of terrorism and 
hate impact directly on incidents and crimes that 
take place in Dorset and it is important that 
police and partners understand both the scale and 
the impact that such incidents have on our com¬ 
munities. 

“We know that hate crime is under reported and 
so anything that Dorset Police and partners, work¬ 
ing together as Prejudice Free Dorset, can do to 
raise awareness and reduce prejudice really helps 
our communities feel safe.” 

Between April 2015 and March 2016, there were 
421 hate crimes and incidents reported in Dorset, 
with 23 of these being directly related to religion 
or belief.

MORE than 50 businesses - including three in 
Bridport - have signed up to take part in a sim¬ 
ple scheme which aims to reduce the number 
of single use plastic bottles being littered on 
the streets, green spaces and beaches. 

Participating businesses have opened their 
doors to anyone wanting to have their own re¬ 
usable bottles refilled for free, in the hope that 
more people will be encouraged to carry re-us- 
able bottles rather than reaching for bottled 
water each time they are thirsty. 

The Green Yard Cafe, Aroma Cafe and Number 
10 bar are participating in the scheme in Brid¬ 
port, as well asThe Kingcombe Centre in Toller 
Porcorum. 

The project is being run locally by Litter Free 
Coast and Sea which hopes it will help change 
people's habits. 

Project co-ordinator Natalie Poulter said: 
"Every time somebody refills rather than buy¬ 
ing a new bottle from a shop or cafe, one fewer 
bottle runs the risk of ending up as either litter 
or going to landfill. 


County gets nearly £2M for social care programme 


DORSET is one of only three areas in 
the country to have been awarded a 
share of a £7million government fund 
to transform services for children and 
families. 

Dorset County Council has been 
awarded £1.995million from the De¬ 
partment of Education's social care in¬ 
novation programme for its 
reinvigorating social work training and 
development programme. 

The project aims to 'get it right for 
the first time'for children and young 
people in Dorset by investing in devel¬ 
oping social workers so they can focus 
more on making a difference to chil¬ 
dren and families early on. 

The scheme was successfully piloted 
with a small group of social workers 
last year and the funding means the 
county council will now roll out across 
its children's social care workforce over 
the next two years. 

Reinvigorating social work is a tar¬ 
geted programme of learning, devel¬ 
opment and support aimed at 
empowering social workers. 

It promotes a model of social work 
practice based on building relation¬ 
ships and improving outcomes for 
children and families. 


The programme will include: train¬ 
ing, coaching and use of research for 
all social workers and managers; em¬ 
bedding a relationship-based ap¬ 
proach to working with children and 
families; extra resources to free up so¬ 
cial workers to take part in the 
scheme; social work forums for shar¬ 
ing best practice; listening to the 
views of children and families to im¬ 
prove outcomes and promoting direct 
work with children and young people. 

Sara Tough, director of children's ser¬ 
vices for Dorset County Council, said: 
"It is our vision for social work in 
Dorset to put making a difference for 
children, young people and families 
first. 

"The focus of reinvigorating social 
work is improving outcomes and de¬ 
veloping a model we can adopt across 
children's services. 

"This funding means we can invest in 
our social workers, who work day in 
and day out to make a difference for 
people in Dorset. 

"We are committed to making 
Dorset a place where quality social 
work can thrive. The programme will 
help us keep our great social workers 
and attract others to come and work 


in Dorset. We will be actively recruiting 
extra social workers to help deliver this 
approach." 

Cllr Deborah Croney, the council's 
cabinet member for learning, skills 
and children's safeguarding, said:"l am 
delighted that Dorset is one of only 
three areas in the country to be 
awarded funding from the govern¬ 
ment's innovation fund. 

"A great deal of thought and effort 
went into our bid, which has gone 
through a robust and rigorous process 
in order to secure government ap¬ 
proval. 

"We are committed to working with 
our partners and communities to im¬ 
prove the outcomes for children, 
young people and families in Dorset. 
Our social workers are at the frontline 
of that and it is great we will now be 
able to invest in helping them make a 
difference as early as possible."

"Single use plastic 
water bottles are one 
of the most fre¬ 
quently found items 
of litter on our 
beaches here in 
Dorset, so it is impor¬ 
tant to take as many 
out of circulation as 
possible. 

"We hope that by 
encouraging busi¬ 
nesses to offer this 
simple service, and 
encouraging cus¬ 


tomers to take it up, it will become the norm to 
invest in a bottle you love and take it every¬ 
where with you. 

"Participating businesses have told us it 
makes perfect sense to offer free tap water to 
their customers, and many are keen to promote 
something they are doing already. 

"The refills are totally free with no pressure to 
buy anything else, but we find often people 
buy a coffee or cake at the same time. 

"Refill not only saves customers money but, 
for a cafe, it can also cut down rubbish and re¬ 
cycling bills. Most importantly it means they 
can show that they are a friendly business that 
cares about their customers and local environ¬ 
ment, which is increasingly important in build¬ 
ing customer loyalty." 

Refill Dorset is also supported by Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, which has signed up all their vis¬ 
itor centres as refill stations and sell refillable 
bottles from their centres at Kimmeridge and 
Chesil Beach. 

Julie Flatcher, marine awareness officer, said: 
"Plastic drink bottles and lids are among the 
commonest types of litter we find on beaches. 

"The refill campaign aims to tackle this prob¬ 
lem at its source and offer people a healthier 
and cheaper option at the same time. 

"Al I Do rset Wi I d I ife Tr u st's ce n t res a re h a p py to 
offer free tap water refills. Just call in and ask!" 

Each business displays a 'Refill here' blue 
sticker in their window to show customers it is 
ok to ask. 

All the Dorset businesses that have signed up 
are mapped on a Refill Britain app, which is 
available for free for iOS and Android smart¬ 
phones.

Her music was often autobiographical with her singing 
reflecting her life, particularly in songs of of love, loss 
and sorrow.

Experiencing 
the unpleasant 
side of theatre 


THEATRE etiquette is a 
subject often written about 
within critic’s circles and 
this week I had the misfor¬ 
tune of witnessing some 
prime examples of how not 
to behave in a theatre, cin¬ 
ema, or just generally in 
polite society. 

After accidentally stand¬ 
ing in a puddle of urine on 
a tube platform, my trip to 
see Death Takes a Holiday 
at Charing Cross Theatre 
began, as it was to con¬ 
tinue, with unwanted ex¬ 
cretions of bodily fluids 
very much the order of the 
day. 

The Charing Cross The¬ 
atre is not the most opulent 
and as with many of the 
older venues in central 
London, the seating doesn't 
offer much legroom, so you 
are left having to share air 
and personal space with 
complete strangers.

The other half of 
the disgusting duo- obvi¬ 
ously filled with the 
dreaded lurgy that's about- 
coughed and snorted on 
my other flank, often 
drowning out the more 
gentle musical numbers.
